While robberies and burglaries

Rhodes offered a ride home to 
four men he met in an Oakland 
bar last Sunday morning, follow- 
ing the bar’s closing. When they 
arrived at the Village, the four 
strong-armed their good Samari- 
tan in an effort to rob him, slash- 
ing him with a knife and beating 
him about the head and face. 

Rhodes jumped from his car, 
screaming for help, and ran to 
the nearest apartment house on 
Monroe, where he collapsed. Resi- 
dents who heard his screams 
called the Albany Police, who 
found him lying unconscious and 
bleeding on the apartment house 
porch. 

The four assailants were taken 
into custody and Rhodes was tak- 
en to the hospital and treated for 
stab wounds and abrasions.

Albany's Waterfront Dream 
May Soon Become a Reality 


Tne Albany City Council has 
received an offer from Ed Nagel 
and Associates, to develop Al- 
bany’s long discussed watertront. 

The “Albany Isles Plan” was 
adopted as official by the City 
in July, 1969, but, according to 
Councilman Richard Clark, the 
Nagel offer to develop the Al- 
bany tidelands has been the only 
one received. 

Under the official plan, the 
work of Leon Rimov and Associ- 
ates, Albany Isles would consist 
of two main islands, connected by 
a pedestrian bridge. 

The Beachcomber, covering ap- | 
proximately 40 acres, would be 
mostly beach and would be pri- 
marily for pedestrian and out- 
door recreational uses. 

Harbour Island,’ encompassing | 
approximately 63 acres, would 
contain a restaurant and shop-| 
ping complex, a heliport, sail boat | 
marina, a 350 room boatel and a 
ferry dock. 

A 5-acre bird refuge island is 
also included as part of the plan} 
for the waterfront development. 

Nagel and Associates, under 
the formal agreement the Council 
will decide upon on Dec, 6, is off- 
ering a 6-month option contract 
to make engineering tests on the 
waterfront area, to see if con- 
struction specified in the official 
plan would be feasible, with the 
necessary engineering. studies, 
feasibility and preliminary 
drawings completed within six
